CROPS HARD HIT 
BY MAY FROSTS 


Weather Report Records 
Low Temperatures 
In County 


During the first 15 days of May 
the temperature and rainfall was 
normal and the latter part of the 
m onth the tem perature fell below 
normal, 
according 
to 
the 
May 
weather report just announced by 
Cooperative weather observer Law­ 
rence H. Copeland of Millport. 
Planting was completed early in 
the month, and 
all 
crops came 
through the ground quickly. Heavy 
damage resulted to the crops as a 
result of the killing frosts of May 
26 and 30 
Corn, potatoes and gardens suf­ 
fered the worst, 
and 
with grape 
vines being badly damaged. 
Damage to hay 
fields 
and the 
wheat crop, the latter being out in 
head, cannot be determine dat this 
time, but no doubt will be serious. 
A heavy acreage of corn, oats and 
potatoes 
was planted 
this year, 
whereas in May 1929 the 
ground 
was soaked and the acreage was 
considerably shortened. 
The mean maximum temperature 
for May was 71.2 and the mean 
minimum was 46.4 
with 
a mean 
temperature of 58.8. The maximum 
temperature of 86 was recorded May 
10 and the minimum of 29 was May 
30. The greatest daily range of 43 
degrees was noted May 4 
Total rainfall for May was 3.40 
inches, and the heaviest .80 inches 
was May 6.

Steel Industry Good 
In the steel industry, the larger 
companies 
enjoyed 
first 
quarter 
earnings of only 15 per cent less 
th an in 1929 and 70 per cent more 
th an in 1928 despite unfavorable 
factors, the review said. 
Few changes other than seasonal 
were found in other industries, in 
April or the first p a rt of May, some 
oi them showing increased activity 
an d others slight decreases 
Automobile production and new 


passenger car registrations showed 
an advance over the same period 
two years ago and 
the 
im prove­ 
ment was reflected in the sale of 
auto accessories. 
Steel ingot 
production dropped 
three per cent belcw 1928. but pi? 
iron showed a slight gain. The coal 
output also was greater th a n two 
years ago. In adverse conditions in 
the rubber and tire industry was 
noted, reduced stocks of m am ifac 
turers and dealers pointing to new 
orders. Electiical supplies business 
gained. 
Building Shows Decrease 
On the unfavorable side of the 
industrial situation, the bank noted 
a 12 per cent decrease from 1928 in 
building construction and a 22 per 
cent drop in building contract.' in 
April compared w ith March. 
Employment was found still gen­ 
erally unsatisfactory, 
the seasonal 
decline of dem and for industrial la­ 
bor offsetting the seasonal increase 
in outdoor activity.

The motion was presen t­ 
ed by Stanley Baldwin, form er con­ 
servative prim e m inister, who ask­ 
ed that the treaty be subjected to 
rigid inquiry by an especially ap ­ 
pointed board of 11 house m em ­ 
bers. 
In presenting his 
m otion 
Mr. 
Baldwin disclaimed any anti-A m er­ 
ican feeling, but declared th a t he 
had been m ade nervous as t o ’B ri­ 
tain ’s safety by certain provisions 
of the treaty, and felt th a t it should 
be subjected to the same kind of 
inquiry it was receiving in the U n it­ 
ed States.
